According lo ihe prescribed treatment plan from the veforlnarian, ihe 
animal should have received Bgyiril from September 17th ihrough September 26th- The facility Inealed wilh Baytril for 
only 5 days (should have boon 10 days). Al tho Lime of inspection, tho Facility could nol supply any additional 
documentation ot mediation administration or a new treatment plan from their veterinarian 

Fai ure to Follow ihu proscribed treatment plan Inom the veterinarian can load to inadequate treatment prolonged 
njury with any associated pain and distress for the animal From this lime forward, the facility should maintain 
documentation n-1 medication adm inisfre'ion or any Changes In treatment plans as directed by their veterinarian. 

‘“One rabbit was noled by ihe APHIS VMQ s to be squinting and had a dear discharge and reddened tissue in the 
comers cl both eyes. The lacility representatives staled that this problem had been noted before and it had been 
treated by wiping the eyes with Veincyn Reddened lissuo and discharge from the eyes may indicate an underlying 
intlammatoy or inFeclious problem and, if nHjt properly diagnosed and [reeled, may lead to a painful condition or loss 
of vision.
